early days was done only by the 
circus man and so little was known 
about many of the animals that it 
was easy to do "fating". The Lit- 
erary Gazette of London dated Au- 
gust 25, 1827, mentions that in 1810 
a white camel was imported to Eng- 
land This white camel being a nov- 
elty, the proprietor then living in 
Piccadilly, turned his attention to 
making: it still more of- a novelty 
and caused it to be artificially spot- 
ted and produced it to the public as 
a "camelopard just arrived." To 
secure the true jungle-bred animal 
has been the first thought in col- 
lecting the specimen at Henry Vila* 
park. The child then receives the 
correct idea of the perfect specimen. 


A bit of early history of the 


zoo. The late T. -C. Richmond pre- 
sented three Virginia deer to the 
Park and Pleasure Drive associa- 
tion which wero placed, in Henry 
Vilas park; then a boy walked in 
with a woodchnck over his back;

QUBO proved beyond a doubt to all 
the admiring visitors that the 
ground hog would com* out. H« 
came out, and it being « dark day 
he returned and we had a late 
spring.

Peo- 
ple wanted to see more animals. 
The animals and birds 
gradually 


came. The first idea was to select 
such animals as were most interest- 
ing and easy to acclimate in Wis- 
consin. The acclimating of 
the 


monkeys and birds, natives of war- 
mer countries, have been very inter- 
esting to the public. 
One of tn« 
great difficulties in making a zoolog- 
ical collection is not to have it get 
too large in a city of onr size, but 
interesting and educational. 


Very few zoological collections ei- 
ist in this country without the 
school children taking an important 
part in the purchasing of the ani- 
mals. The zoological collections in 
the Bronx, New York city, the col- 
lection at Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, Detroit. Seattle, and Kan- 
sas City all have several animals 
presented by the efforts 
of 
the 


school children. There is a greater 
interest taken by all lovers of ani- 
mals to be part owner, or to have 
done something to secure a. speci- 
men, and I am sure the school chil- 
dren will be interested in making 
the "Zoo Tag Day" a success, pro- 
ceeds from which will go toward the 
securing of new specimen, replace- 
ment of animals, and for the gener- 
al betterment of all conditions in 
the up-building of the zoo.

Both Senators 
Lodge and Underwood, the party 
leaders of the senate, supported the 
committee in its advocacy of the 
larger personnel.

BERLIN—A strange fhmg Is t»k- 


mg place in the medical world of 
Germany; the very physicians who, 
before the war, attacked every move 
m the direction of socialization of 
the health and medical practice as 
socialistic and Utopian, are being 
driven, by a combination of econom- 
ic factors, to become ardent sup- 
porters of the Tery scheme they 
hare been trying to discredit The 
day is perhaps not far distant in 
Germany when the man of medicine 
will occupy a position in his com- 
muni£p not unlike that of, say, the 
fireman. The medical service in a 
community win be at the free dis- 
posal of ev«ry inhabitant, be he rich 
or poor, *nd the doctor -will be a 
municipal employe ready to give 
medical aid to any—and everybody. 


To the working class of Germany 


the idea of socializing the health and 
medical service of tiae country is 
nothing new. For many years there 
nas prevailed a form of compulsory 
health and sickness insurance for 
the workers to which both employer 
^nd employe were compelled by law 
to contribute. 


The project of socializing the en- 


tire medical service is an extension 
of this idea. The "Krankenkasse" 


for the head of the family or 


the wage-earner only; under the so- 
cialization scheme the whole popula- 
tion will be entitled to free medical 
aid. 


When the Society of Solialist Phy- 


sicians, an organization founded in 
1913 and consisting of only about 
150 doctors, firs^ went on record in 
favor of this principle of socializa- 
tion, their non-socialist colleagues 
bitterly opposed the idea. All the 
arguments usually advanced agajnst 
municipal ownership schemes and 
the like were brought into play; 
"^suppression of initiative," 'Crea- 
tion of a medical bureaucracy," 
"stifling of incentive to do creative 
work"—these and other terms were 
flung about glibly. 


The real reason for tie opposi- 


tion was economic. Those who op- 
posed it feared a diminution of their 
profits, or, in the case of the young- 
er physicians who had n<rt yet ""ar- 
rived," saw the shattering of their 
fond dreams of amassed 
wealth. 


Just as in America ;the solidarity of 
the workers is often undermined by 
the "from messenger boy-to-presi- 
dent^ myth, so ia Germany the op- 
position of physicians to socializa- 
tion rooted in tbeir fear that per- 
sonal gain might be endangered. 


To this consideration should be 


added the further fact that the doc- 
tors assigned to a "'krankenkasse" 
not only were the medical advisers 
of the family of. the wage-earner 
entitled to free service, bat also had 
the inside track to becoming the 
physicians of -tie whole family. 
However meager their pay migh 
be from the "krankeukasse," thes 
physicians could more than make U] 
for lost time by the unrestricte( 
charges for visits to and treatmen 
of other members of the 
family 


They therefor* feared that the ex- 
tension of. the system to one of gen- 
ral socialization wonld reduce their 
incomes considerably. 


Then cune the war, with its in- 
flation of prices for the necessaries 
of life and its impoverishment of 
•he peopli;. Going to a doctor be- 
came a luxury. The head of the 
family, if ailing, still came to the

New Law Opens Bass Season 
June 15 in Southern Counties 


By GEORGE OROWNHART 
Anglers in the southern part of 


•the state have some welcome news 
awaiting them. Governor Blaine has 
signed the amended Biglow 
bill 


which opens up the bass season in 
sonth-em Wisconsin June 15th in- 
stead of July 1st. 


•Sportsmen all over this part of 


the state and especially in Madison 
have long claimed that the bass left 
the spawning beds even before June 
•15th and that by July 1st thoy were 
no longer biting as they do just af- 
ter they leave the beds. The origi- 
nal bill called for opening the sea- 
son throughout the state June 15th 
and passed the Assembly in that 
form. When it reached' the senate 
they first made it June 20th and 
then amended it again back to June 
15th 
but dividing the state into two 


parts. Anglers from Green Bay and 
in the northern portion claimed that 
the later spring up there did not 
give time for the bass to leave the 
beds June 15th and asked for that 
part of the state be kept at July 
1st. This has been done for Doug- 
las, Vilas, Price, Bayfield, Burnett, 
Pork, Ashland, Washburn, Barren, 
Iron, Sawyer, Rusk, Oneida, Forest, 
and Florence counties. 
In these 


counties the law win remain at it 
was with July 1st the opening day. 


ThiSj-rnuch has been done but still 


the anglers among the legislature 
are not satisfied. They claim that 
the information that the bass do 
not leave- the beds untfl around July 
1st in the north is pure bunk. As- 
semblyman Summervillc has, as re- 
sult, introduced another bill to make 
the season open June 15th in the 
northern portion of the state as well 
as the south. 


"By July first" said Assemblyman 


Mark Catlin, sportsman of state- 
wide fame, "the bass have long left 
the spawning beds and are no longer 
biting. When they do bite, ten to 
one, 
you haul in a nice bass that is 


soft and wormy. That means that 
we have no real bass fishing until 
around the 20th of September when 
the cool nights begin to cool off the 
water. I am for June 15th." 


Local anglers will agree with Mr. 


Catlin and will be back of him and 
Assemblyman Snmmerville to make 
June 15th a state-wide date for the 
opening of the bass season. In the 
meantime we may rejoice that we 
in Madison and Dane county may 
have a try for those big bass in the 
lakes on the morning of June 15th. 
Good news, what?
